Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 is allowed. 

The best prior art of record particularly, Prednis et al. (US 5,036,479), teach 
particular kinds of test instrumentation together with the associated software program 
may be removed or replaced by other instrumentation and software to adapt the test 
station to test of another kind of equipment. However Prednis et al. does not teach the 
following claim limitations. 
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The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 ,3-12 is the inclusion. of the method 
steps of (d) launching by a proctor of the verification application and verifying whether 
or not the handheld computer contains only the new applications and the launcher, and 
proceeding only if it does; (e) performing the testing with the aid of the new application ; 
(f) erasing the new applications from the handheld computer; (g) restoring the previous 
applications to the handheld computer. It is these steps found in each of the claims, as 
it is claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 2,13-22 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of (a) exchanging the new image on the external memory with the old image on 
the internal memory; (b) launching by a proctor of the verification application and 
verifying whether or not the handheld computer contains only the new applications and 
the launcher, and proceeding only if it does; (c) performing the testing with the aid of the 
new applications; and (d) exchanging the old image on the external memory with the 
new image on the internal memory. It is these steps found in each of the claims, as it is 
claimed in the combination, that has hot been found, taught or suggested by the prior 
art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
